GOVERNOR PINGREE HITS OUT 


AT THE SOLONS. 


Vetoes Sugar Bounty Bill and Says 


Interests of Tax-Dodgers Were 


Well Protected. 


Lansing, 
Mich., June 16.—Gov- 


ernor Pingree marked the closing 
day of the legislature by sending' in 
veto messages which were made inci- 
dentally a medium for hotly criticis- 
ing the legislature for alleged fail- 
ure to carry out the people's v/i&hes. 
The governor vetoed the amended 
beet sugar bounty bill, and also a 
bill appropriating $40,000 for a state 
building and exhibit at the Pan- 
American exposition at Buffalo. 


The beet sugar bill, as orginally 


passed, had been recalled from the 
governor's office, the governoi hav- 
ing recommended that the amount 
paid any sugar factory be limited to 
$25,000 annually. No limit was in- 
serted, however, in the amended bill, 
which reduced the 
manufacturers' 


bounty from a cent to half a cent a 
pound. 


The veto message said:

The explosions occuried in the west 


pit, at a depth of about three-quai- 
ters of a mile, and were caused by a 
gas which had accumulated in the old 
workings. The full force of men em- 
ployed in the mine at night is about 
150, but the night shift had just quit 
work and all but about sixty had left 
the mine. There was scarcely an in- 
termission between the concussions. 
The first was a dull boom. Then 
there was a rumbling noise like an 
earthquake, succeeded by a deafen- 
ing, prolonged and awful roar, which 
reverberated among the hills for 
miles, and the shock of which shat- 
eered glass in every direction, in the 
the immediate vicinity of the disas- 
ter. 


The meaning of the sound was well 


understood throughout 
the mining 


district, and anxious people flocked 
to the mine entrance. Before they 
ai rived, suffocating volumes of coal 
smoke began to pour out, showing 
that fire had followed the explosion. 


The officials 
of 
the mine were 


among the first to reach the shaft. 


A tale of the men showed that some 


three score were missing, but a mo- 
ment later a number of the 
miners 


appealed, having escaped by a slope. 
There were about twenty-five in the 
company who were able 
to report 


their presence to the anxious friends 
at the shaft, but several others who 
had managed to get out of the slope 
had fallen, overcome by exhaustion 
or the fumes which they had inhaled. 


Of the incidents attending the ex- 


plosion the suivivors were for a long 
time too confused to give any intel- 
ligent account. There was no appar- 
ent danger at midnight nor up to 2 
o'clock, when the underground mana- 
ger, Thomas Johnson, now missing 
last reported.

The new company 
under this plan would be a New Jer- 
sey corporation.

derson's first military 
expedition 


near Cavite on June 30, last year, 
up to the last weekly report from 
General Otis, dated June 6, there 
have been only 364 deaths from dis- 
eases, although his total force has 
been forty thousand men. 
In the 


same period sixty-nine 
men have 


died from wounds. 


In view of the notorious insalu- 


brity of Manila and its 
environs 


these figures are almost incredible. 
They challenge contrast with the 
best English expeiience in Egypt oi 
in India and they surpass even the 
excellent conditions that exist in 
Cuba, where there is no fighting and 
the men are not exposed to the ele- 
ments, but have comfortable garri- 
sons.

tal of 364. 
This total is interesting 


compared with that of the men killec 
outright in action with the Filipinos 
from February 4 to June 6, covering 
the period of active hostilities.
